WORK FOR THE LAWYERS 



Two f|ut'3(iotis have already come up ba_ 
fore Ibo Assembly which arc likely in ihci, 
present form to put tho country to the cxponso 
of two additional appointment*. Tho tirst is 
that of providing the members of l he Assem- 
bly with lesral assistance iu drawing up thei r 
bills. This measure we have already alluded 
to aa oue of the necessities ol the Lower 
House. In the unpaid Legislature ol a coun. 
try whore every man has to work for his daily 
bread, it cannot be expected that Iho mem. 
bers will devote any considerable amount ol 
time, beyond that expanded in the House, to 
legislative drudgery. The clerk of the Le- 
gislative Assembly is unfortunately not 
a lawyer, and so cannot help tho members 
• ven il hit time admitted of it The Attorney 
General again cannot be expected to draw 
out all the bills tho House mny choose to 
originate. This official is iu receipt of a 
salary insignificant enough truly lor perform- 
ing his duties to the Executive, with ,ut hav- 
ing the whole of bin lime employed iu title .'/i - 
uiy to draft measures for tho Lower brunch of 
the Legislatuttt. We say attempting , for 
we do not believe, if the House proceeds with 
its bu.iine«a with anything like despatch, that 
the Attorney General could pxrlonn iikIi 
duties, any more than other Attorney Gene- 
rals, without paid assistants, The Home niie-hl^ 
therefore, us well employ a lawyer a* the 
Attorney General. In tho Australian Colonics 
where Responsible Government ubtaius, the 
Attorney-General aul Solicitor General arc 
nominally t ho great bill dralters . hut it is 
only nominally, tor ilia bills are put onl most 
frequently to private lawyers. Small as is 
our legislature, it ha* work almost similar la 
that of a Inrge one ; lor alth mgh il cannot 
be expected that small populations •'ill have 
interests as diversified as nr.- at ones, yet we 
find that the gentral wants nl all free com- 
munities, unali or (jre-at. are pretty much the 
same. Wo want a municipal system of Gov- 
ernment just as much as does a larger colony . 
we want an educational system jus; as badly 
as does any other country ; the want uf ae!s 
to regulate our commercial affairs— to pro- 
tect debtor as weil as creditor— and oi acts to 
stimulate hnme industries and home produc- 
tions is ecpially urgent here as in Ci in I a or 
Australia. If we are, Ihereloru, to n,et 
through our legislative work with despatch 
and credit, it is evident wc mint remove tho 
present disabilities in tho way of drawing up 
bills. It is no great disparagement to say. 
that few of tM r politicians, either in the 
House or out of i', are really competent to 
draft a measure. It is one tiling to make n 
stump speech, and another to draw up a bill 
that will aland the tost of a court ol law, .-.< 
well as the application of t lie rules of Kng- 
lish grammar. The fact of our having oue 
member versed in law in t ho Lower House 
and three in the Upper, seems to give us no 
especial guarantee against illegally or aoi 
bigaously drawn.-up bills, probably because 
houses of political debate have never been 
remarkable lor bringing out legal acu- 
men. The lawyer, in ln j privacy is a 
more careful man, and ha' no excuse for 
placing befute the House anything but a 
properly prepared measure. There will bi 
soma difficulty, however, in even obtaining a 
competent lawyer to do the work. Proles- 
sional delicacy will probably ar .so about 
taking the manor •' in lump, or against ac- 
cepting a stated salary, or against even un- 
dertaking to do the work by tho hill, unless 
it comes through the unoontaminaling chan- 
nel of a solicitor , ?o that the House is not 
iiver with the difficulty oven af'.'i .1 has ob - 
tained Hi. Excellanity's kBiiction 10 r i» — in- 
creased expenditure. 

The second question is that ol appointing 
a barrister lo presid* over a Court I 11 lbs ad- 
judication of »mall deb:.- We have already 
alluded to the necessity ol having some 
means of getting rid of the present pressure 
of bminesi, which seems to delay the pr ,- 
greas ol t'Hses in Judge Cameron's t Jour t ; 
but we are far from entertaining Mr. Denm - 
idea of appointing a hamster for the purpose. 
Any increase, to the present official expert li- 
lure should he most rigidly opposed We 
have already two or three appointments thai 
are merely expensive fare"- \\ have paid 
occupants id the magisterial ha.-i'lies ol 
\anaiuio and Suoke, who might well he 
sitting on the benches of the Fia-er fur all 
1 lie good they are doing or likcl) ' 1 do, and 
for all the necessity tlierc is for ills positions. 
Outside, however, the pecuniary part ol the 
ipiostio*. lo uppoint a practising barristei lo 
dispense justice would be tu lake the most 
effectual means to commit injustice. It is 
not in the nature of tniogs ihat a man who 
is this niomeul frying to make the wmng ap- 
pear the better cause, should the next be an 
impartial judge in mutters ol di»pu'.n. Besides, 
in a email community like this, ihi duty I 
the advocate would certainly, in many in- 
stances, 0. indict with (the functions ol the 
judge The colony cannot allird 10 pay ,. j 
respectable barrister a sulfieient salary to 
up his private practioe, and no other barri >- 
ter can justly till tho position. I 'line is, 
however, in reality, no oeoa-.ioii lor any 
■iuch appointment. Wu suggested that a 
day in every week should be set apari 
in the magistrate's court tor the hearing of 
email debt cas.es. If a magistrate has not 
sufficient discrimination 10 decide 111 an in- 
telligent manner on the mailer ol a paltry 
debt, then he is unfit fur a magistrate, and 
should be relieved ; but we have had no ill 
dieations of so gionl a want of judgement yet. 
Them is, however, another way ul putting 
the question. We are in a kind of transition 

state with regard to our judiciary, and it is 
highly important that nothing should ho done 
that might prejudice our future position. In 
.% liltlo time, an inereaso to the salaries ol the 
Attorney General and the Chief Justice will 
have lo ho made, for no man of talent will 
accept eituer position, or ill least continue 111 
it for nny length of lima at the present 
ealary. If wc commence to make such an 
appointment ns Judge of a Small Dolus 
Court, we diminish oar capacity to pay 
proper salaries to officials who urc really 
l.OOCSsary. And all thin lorn pressure which 
isouly temporary — or, in other words, which 
mint disappear so soon as wu get a clever 
lawyer from Ktlglaud to till the position nt ^ 
Chief Justice. Wo say .milling diaparagiugly 
ut Judgg Cameron — wliuse good uaiuio leads 



him In be too indulgent to the barristers — 

when we nsscrl that much more work than is 
now done in tho Courts over which ho pre- 
sides could bo performed by an experienced 
and able lawyer lo hall tho lime. Wo have 
seen '.he public time Iritlered away almost 
scandalously by postponement after post- 
ponement, and by irrelevant legal arguments. 
If Sergeant Ruzfui lias the tooth-ache, or 
Barrister Bigwig has lost the transparent por- 
tion ul Ins eye glass, tho case in nt 
nice postponed, and the train of wilnesses- 
anit jurymen nt" oblige 10 dunce 
ailoudance until their busiueas is almost 
mined by their repeated absence. Again, 
il Bigwig says Ituzfu/. is a scoundrel and that 
j his mother or grandmother was hung at Ty- 
burn, the Court according to courtly cii- 
| quctte must sit hack with exemplary pa 
licueo to hear Kuzfuz iu retaliation. When 
this exchange of professional compliments 
has passed and each counsellor has exhausted 
I all his slac and has called his opponent an 
: us.s .'i an alligator about thirty five times, the 
. Court is then called upon to listen to either I lie 
most irrelevant, questions or the most brow- 
beating cross examinations, with lengthened 
interruptions by the one counsellor or the 
other as the case may be. Last of all comes 
the ponderous address, which sometimes 
takes the best part of a week to deliver, and 
which i.- ; generally speaking, a labored essay 
on Iho condition ol our th-si parents 
aftet Ihcy had eaten the forbidden 
fruit, embracing also some smart things Ir rn 
1 Shakespeare, .some technical terms of car- 
pentry, if it is an admiralty case ; some nau- 
tical phraseology, if the disputo has been one 
nl touse-buildiug- -with a general medley of 
poetry and paleontology, philosophy and phy- 
sic, magnetism and mathematics. Of course, 
under such circumstances, there will always 
be a " press of business,'' and the only wun- 
der 1- h at .Indue Cameron accomplishes any 
portion el the work a', all. We have seen,
